I have a slight recol- 
lection that about that time I was wil- 
ling to engage in anything that as- 
sured me twe meals a day, and when 
I was asked to go to work I did so, 
and remained there just three weeks, 
not earning to exceed $25 during the 
entire period. Mr. Jack ro egg 
brother of Mr. Dendis McCarthy, was 
the foreman of the office during the 
time I was at work. I did not at that 
time have the slightest idea what a 
Typographical Union was, nor had I 
ever been asked to become a member 
of such a Union. 

So far in life I have been compelled 
to earn my living by the sweat of my 
brow, and I believe my experience 
has been such as to cause me to fully 
realize, appreciate, protect and defend 
the rights of the workingman, no mat- 
ter in what position I may be placed.

EGYPT'S TROUBLES. 


Egyptians Knthusiastic over the Down- 
fail of Arabi. 
_. ALExanpria, September 15. 

The news of the capture of Arabi 
Pasha was received by the Arabs here 
with what was apparentiy the wildest 
enthusiasm, The enemy's troops 
from Nahalet, Aboukir and Kafir-el- 
Dwar will parade in front of here. 
Those from Nehalet will parade on 
Sunday, when they will surrender 
their arms and lay aside their mili- 
tary dress and be disbanded in pres- 
ghee of all the troops of General 
Wood. After the arrival of the 
Khedive at Cairo a regularly consti- 
tuted court will be established for the 
public {trial of the rebel chiefs, who 
will be allowed to engage counsel. 

The British move at 4 this afternoon 
to disarm 4,000 men at Kafir-el—Dwar, 
wherefrom a train had just started 
with their officers to surrender to Gen- 
eral Wolseley. General Wolseley is- 
sued orders prohibiting any corres- 
pondent going forward. 

The =. have just returned 
and report Kafr-el-Dwar abandoned. 
They saw many skeletons there. The 
rebels are supposed to have gone to 
the Aboukir forts. From Tel-el- 
Kebir 12,000 prisoners have already 
marched back to Ismalia. 

Lonpon, Soptember 15. 
An Alexandria dispatch says: Arabi 
Pasha surrendered to General Mac- 
Pherson, saying: “I am Arabi Pasha. 
Thie is Toulba Pasha,” 
Notwithstanding the collapse of the 
Egyptian rebellion, the preparations 
in the English arsenals up to last 
night were unrelaxed. Fresh orders 
were given yesterday for fresh sup- 
plies for Egypt. 

BRI, September 15. 

A general movement is afoot to 
present General Wolseley with a sword 
of honor on his return. 

ALFXANDRIA, September 15. 

Thousands of Bedouins descended 
upon Kassassin camp after the battle. 
The Fiftieth Regiment drove them off 
with loss. Bedouins are hanging 
round Ismalia in great numbers. 

New York, September 14. 

The Telegram has the following 
special from Tel-el-Kebir: The Egyp- 
tian negro troops crossed bayonets 
with the Highlanders and the Irish 
regiments on Wednesday. The accu- 
racy with which the Highland bri- 
gade came into line after the seven- 
mile march, on a moonless night, in 
the soft desert sand, guided only by 
the stars, and stormed the entrenah- 
ments and redoubts on Wednesday, 
has never been surpas‘ed in history. 

Regarding the Egyptian loss in 
Wednesday's engagement, no compu- 
tation approaching accuracy has yet 
been made, but including what has 
been accounted for by the cavalry, it 
cannot be short of 2,500 or 3,000. In 
several places the bodies of Egyptians 
were lying in heaps of from thirty to 
fifty. They Jay in dense rows where 
the Forty-second Regiment getting on 
their flank enfiladed Arabi’s lines, 
while they were holding the position 
against the attack infront. The dead 
extended for over a mile behiod the 
position, as the pursuing troops fired 
after the mass of fugitives. Altogether 
the field of Tel-el-Kebir presents a 
terrible and ghastly sight. 

Lonpon, September 16. 

Correspondents in Egypt telegraph 
that ell military posts in Cairo are oc- 
cupied by British troops, and that the 
city is perfectly safe. Roubi Pasha 
says Arabi Pasha was ia bed when 
the attack on Tel-el-Kebir began, and 
was panic stricken at its suddenness. 
Obeyed Pasha was killed in the bat- 
tle. General Wood with the Ramleh 
t will proceed to Kafir-el- 
Dwar on Sunday to take possession of 
the camp of rebels there, and to re- 
ceive their arms. The Italian naval 
lieutenant who was supposed te have 
joined Arabi Pasha has been dis- 
covered in a hospital at Kafir-el- 
Dwar, suffering from the effects of ill- 
usage. The Egyptian gunners have a 
clean, well-fed look. There is perfect 
order in camp. Most of the arms 
were well kept. The rebel troops 
seemed depressed at to-day's news. 
Arabi's officers declared our artillery 
caused them little or no loss. Be- 
tween Ismalia and Zagazig the maize 
and cotton crops are in splendid con- 
dition, Fellahs have been working 
quietly and their occupation was well 
timed. The cotton harvest begins to- 
day. Telegrams from the Governor 
of Benha-el-Assal to the Governor of 
Zagazig, ordering him to cut the 
canal and flood the country, have 
been intercepted by the British.

The Hills- 
dales arrived opposite Cheswick church 

at 12:35. Captain Terwilliger’s slide 

then broke. He held it upin his 
hand and threw it overboard. Not- 

withstanding the accident the Hills- 

dales’ time at the finish was only 14 
seconds behind that of the Thames 
crew.” The Standard nevertheless 

thinks the race has vindicated the 
English style of rowing, and that the 
Americans were tiring rapidly when 
the mishap occurred. Gulston, who 
was to have been umpire, was absent, 

and Chambers acted as umpire.

A Chicago Hanging. 
CuicaGo, September 16. 

At precisely 2:05 yesterday James 
Tracy, the murderer of police officer 
Huebner, expiated his crime on the 
gallows. Long before the time ap- 
pointed there was a large crowd at the 
jail, and the throng increased up to 
the appointed hour. Only about 200 
persons were, however, admitted to 
witness the execution, Tracy was firm 
and was assisted to the gallows. On 
the scaftold he said: ‘I have nothiag 
to say, except that I am an innocent 
man. Though I meet my Maker soon, 
I can but declare my innocence. 
Truth is mighty, and it will prevail. I 
die an innocent man.’ 
The prominent physicians of the 
Rush Medical College, who, after 
Tracy was hanged to day, experi- 
mented with electricity for the pur- 
pose of observing phenomena, suc- 
ceeded in restoring the rhythmic 
motion of the heart, and express the 
belief that if his neck had not been 
broken they could have restored life. 
They ask, What would have been 
the legal status of Tracy in the event 
that he had been revived? Condemned 
murderer or a free man?”

The dune, or sand mountaia ridge, 
which is about four miles in length, 
and covers probably a mi:e of grease— 
wood in width, was perhaps formed 
by the heavy winds which prevail 
in that section blowing across these 
deserts through a natural opening in 
a small range of mountains, and de- 
posited the small particles of sand 
that were picked up in a heap where 
the wind’s course is disturbed and an 
eddy formed. In the whole dune, 
which is from 100 to 400 feet in height, 
and contains millions of tons of sand, 
it is impossible to find a particle much 
larger than a pin-head. It is so fine 
that if an ordinary barley sack be 
filled and placed in a moving wagon, 
the jolting of the vehicle would 
empty the sack; and yet it has no 
form of dust in it, and’ is as clean as 
any sea-beach sand. The mountain 
is 80 solid as to give it a musical sound 
when trod upon, and often times a 
bird lighting on it or a large lizzard 
* across the bottom will start 
a large quantity of the sand to sliding 
which makes a noise resembling the 
vibration of telegraph wires with a 
hard wind blowing, but so much 
louder that it is often heard a distance 
of six or seven miles, and is deafen- 
ing to a person standing within a short 
distance of the sliding sand. 
culiar feature of the dune is that it is 
not stationary, but rolls slowly 
eastward, the wind gathering it up 
on the west end and carrying it along 
the ridge until it is again deposited 
at the eastern end. Mr. Monroe, the 
well-known surveyor, having heard 
of the rambling habits of this mam- 

moth sand-heap, quite a number of 
yearsago took careful bearings on it 
while sectionizing Government lands 
in that vicinity. Several years later 
he visited the place, and found that 
the dune had moved something over a 
mile. Several of the young men of 
Reno who were with the United States 
surveying party in that section, 

this Summer, brought in specimens of 
the sand, which is truly remarkable 
for its fine grain and beautiful color.
